I./ HE deſign of this cen to promote Religious 


Knowledge among the Poor, by giving them Bibles, 
Teſtaments, and other good books, where moſt needed and 
likely to be improved; it is agreed that the Society ſhall be ſup- 

ported by an annual ſubicription of the members, together with 
the donations and legacies of all who are 1 to contribute 
towards it.
